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STUDENT COUNCIL is the student government at G.H.S. All clubs must submit a constitution 
to the Student Council to become an authorized club in school. At the end of the year each club 
must hand in a list of its accomplishments. Student Council set up new dress habits for G.H.S. 
students. Each year it takes charge of the "March of Dimes," buys and decorates a Christmas tree 
for the main entrance, collects clothes and food for a needy family at Christmas, and sets up rules 
for vacating the building during fire drills. Representatives to the Student Council are chosen from 
each homeroom. 

THE NATIONAL HONOR SOCIETY is primarily a service club. This year it compiled and 
now sells a student handbook. Students being considered for membership are voted upon by the 
teachers on the basis of scholarship, leadership, character, and service. 

CADET TEACHERS help the teachers in the classroom. They are students who have expressed 
a desire to become teachers. Cadet teaching gives them a sampling of all the phases of teaching 
and helps them to better decide whether or not teaching will be their lifetime profession. 

THE FUTURE TEACHERS OF AMERICA, in the 1956-57 school year sponsored a carnival. The 
Easter Program, gave a college scholarship to a member, donated to the Emerson Benbow Fund, 
and visited another school. In November, 1957, they were hosts for the Lake County Round-up. 

THE Y-TEENS donated to the Emerson Benbow Fund and gave clothes and food to a needy 
family at Christmas in 1956. This year they gave a Christmas party for Bethany Children's Home, 
had a display and talk about kitchenware, and sponsored a semi-formal dance on February 1. 

THE JUNIOR CLASSICAL LEAGUE was formed in 1957 to stimulate interest in Latin. Member- 
ship requires at least one year of Latin study. It sold 250 "Indiana" front license plates and held 
a Roman Banquet to relive Roman times. 

THE PHOTOGRAPHY CLUB in 1956-57 sponsored two photo contests and visited Hammond 
City Photo. This year it sold ice cream bars. Members learn the developing and printing of films 
and the use of camera equipment. 

THE DRAMATICS CLUB often attends plays, operas, and ballets. In December it performed an 
excerpt from Macbeth for some classes. 

THE MATH CLUB promotes interest in mathematics. Its members learn the practical applica- 
tions of that subject. They discussed the various uses of a slide rule and many mathematical 
problems. 


THE BOOSTER CLUB was formed in the 1956-57 school year to create and boost school 
spirit. It provides transportation to games, formulates cheers, actions, the seating of members at 
games, and publicizes the team. It was in chcarge of the G.H.S. cheering section in the 1958 
sectionals. 

THE VARSITY CLUB, in the past years, has sponsored a trip to the "Big Ten" football game 
in Champaign, Illinois for the members. The Varsity Club also has charge of Homecoming enter- 
tainment at half-time, sponsors the soc-hop afterward, sponsors Dad's Night for football and bas- 
ketball, sells jerseys, and sells programs at games. Members and their fathers saw a movie of the 
1957 Indianapolis 500-mile Race. The Varsity Club sponsored its annual semi-formal dance in 
November. The qualifications for membership were changed from earning two minor letters to one 
major letter. 

THE MARCHING BAND presents many fine formations and military maneuvers for all 
home football games. It serves as a pep band at most of the home basketball games. Marching 
for community parades and entering the Marching Contest where a first division for five years has 
been won, are annual events. 

THE CONCERT BAND provides music for various school assemblies and special programs. 
This band presents three concerts every year — The Christmas, Winter, and Spring Concerts. In the 
past five years, this band has won four firsts in the State Band Contest. Individuals or groups of 
band members enter the district and state solo and ensemble contests every year. The Concert 
Band was host to the University of Michigan Concert Band this year. 

An annual Band Banquet, sponsored by the band parents, is held each spring to honor the 
band members. 

THE CHORAL organizations present two concerts a year, one at Christmas and one in the 
Spring. They sing in the annual district and state contests. Every Christmas, the Choir and Mixed 
Ensemble sing at Minas' in Hammond. In the 1956-57 school year, the Choral organizations per- 
formed an operetta, "Down in the Valley." Candy bars were sold last year to pay for their robes 
and this year to buy seated risers. Along with the Band they furnish entertainment for the P.T.A.
